It has
been my privilege ns 1t is made my duty to
commumcate to the logislature my views
upon  various matters that will demoud ity
attontion during the presoot session.  Thore
are, however, certidn questions with which
the present logislature must deal of such

general intorest to all our  people that
thoy muy vroperly  roveiva attention
m  an address of this character.

Amongz tho first of these in polnt of import-
ance 1s the guestion of the duty of those who
are clothed with authority to make or ropeal
he luws of o atate,

I cannot avold the conolusion that wo Ingls
late oo much.

There wro cortain natural rights which
overy man possosses, and cortain obligations
which he as o member of sociely owes to the
publie, It is ¢clearly within the provinee of
the leglsintiure to epnsct laws for the bro-
toction of the former and onforcement of the
latter. Bevouwd this in statutes that are de
signed 1o rozuinto the conduct of men, it is,
I balieve, generully unwise 1o go. It Qs sale
to say tho wisdom of man has nover vetr been
sufficient to onaple him to devise practicacls
mweans for the enforcement of striotly moral
obligations. So long as the conduot of men
is resteaine ~vithin limits that admit of no
coeroschmen on the rights ol others it
should be lort . the regulation of thelr own
consciepces, und to tho control of laws that
esmansto from o wisdom superior to our own,
But under such a definition, the field of
logltimato legislntive avtion is not restricted
witnin narrow bounds,

Leulslators may rightfully disagree as to
whother an experimental stotute suull be en-
acted, 1M vnacted and it vrove a fallure in
whole or in part they caunot rightfully dis-
agrae &8s 1o whether or not it sbull be
amondad or repeslod,

“Prohibitlon® o Flat Fallure,

No duty of the lawmakor is so plain as that
which domauds of him the repoal of any law
whenaver it is demonstrated by roasonable
experiment that it 1ails to secomplish the
purpose for which it was enacted, and no
demonstration of its fallure 1s so complete ay
thut which is furnished by the fact that in n
country lile our own, among people the mnost
enlightened of any on tne fuco of the earth,
whole communities unite in ignoring v, and
wiilingly consent to its open and  continued
violation.

Amoung all the eriminnl statutes of Town
thero Is one, wna  one wlone, that is openly,
notorionsly and vontinuousiy violatea with

the taelt, if not the publicly expressed, con-
sient of & vast ninjority of whiole communities
of our psople who are in overy other respect
ns  moral, ns lawabidivg and as desirable
vitizens as any withio our state,  Por venrs
and years this condition has existed to the
positive knowledgo of every state ofiver and
of every woell informed citizen of lown

That the evil s grown with the years (s
ungquesbionabily teus,  That it will continue
to grow until tho law s chuoged, or new
and extraordingrey methods  for its enforce
mant are provided, s equally troe,

Thers is loft but one remsdy  for the en-
forcement of this law that has not alrondy
been tricd, and that remedy involves the
sacrifies of o prineiplo that I8 the very Koy
stons of tho nreh on which our forin of gov.
ernment i bulit, the mght of the peoplo to
rule.

Contemplntes Loesl Distranchisement,

If for any romson or on any protext we
establish the precedont that any one of the
units of population may be deprived of the
right of local self-government in matters that
portmin  exclusively to their nwn welfare,
that even the least of their ofticials mav bo
selacted in opposition to their wisues by
others thun those over whom they are oalled
to preside, wo will have driven an entoring
wodge into the vory foundation of this re
public that will iacle nothing Lot ropetition
on n broador seale to rend it in twain ror
over,

In the prodsence of such a danger 15 It oot
thme thut wo pause ana see i wo cannot dis-
cover u renson for a condition that all should
deplore, and that none can rightfolly consent
shall continuoe to oxist.

IS It not true that heee, nt loast, wo have
undertaken to substitute for the consciones
of men m erimiond law of tho stata! 'hat o
this respect wo have invadsd the reslms of
patural right and subjevted the conduct of
the eitizen to the control of pennl statutes
bofore sueh conduet invades auy possiblo
rleht of anothor!

Here in this ploce, at least, woe should be
abie to put asikde the contracted view with
which thp mere sentimentalist i uble to con-
sider this question.  We should comprehoend
the efMect of the law not upon the saleos

keoper nlone, but upon every human bowg
within its Jurisdiction, We should recognise
Lthe fact thnt icis not those alono who by

rouson of nea or habit are lewitimate objocts
of paternal caro, that are made the wards ol
the stuto nud taken under its control by this
law, but instead thereof, that 14 reaclies be.
yond all those, nnd so far &y the uso of intoxi-
cating Hguovs as & boverage |18 concerned,
thit tho vory aplvit and purpose of the law
In to subjeor every man's conduct to [
absolute und unguestioned control,

Wit the Law Haw Aceomplished,

Aod so viewed, what

That some form of sceret ballol will aid o

the presorvation of our institutions [ am
firmly convinead.
It thero is one duty more ociearly  dofined

than all othoars which every citizen of sufi
cliur Intelligence 1o exercise the elective
frunchise owos his state, it is that which re-
qulres of him that he wetgh with unbinsed
vire the political Issues uls vole must help
gatormine, and consclentiouly form his own

apinion ns Lo how it shouid be
settled, nnd  then east i ballot in sccord
with his own deliberate judgmont. This is

thi theory upon whnich our form of govern-
meut s based, 1o practice v is faithfuliy
followod there Is not the slightost danger to
our Institutions in the future,

Not an election is held that men who ought
to realize the danger of the work they ure
doing do not rush into the political arens
nod in one form or another vse all the in-
fluenco they possess to pravent electors from
expressing by theie ballots their own dalib-
ernto convietions,

That party that first grapples with this
lideous monster of political tolerance and
robs It of its powor to Influcuce  eloctlons by
the people, will deserve and receive the
plaudits of thoughtful men in every part of
the world, and will clothe tha political insti-
tutions of this country with an armor that
no enemy can penetrate and no time destroy,

Concernlng Corporntlons,

The agerogation of vast capital undor o
single management s vuquestionably o
source of danger to tho well-being of the
masses, unless controllod by judicious logis-
lation, Every right which 8 corporation
ossesses {8 tre voluntary gift of the state,
qvory power it can use for good or ovil s
dorived direcily from the poople through
the sinwmaking power of the commonwenlth
under whose statutes it is organized. They
do not stand upon the same footing with in-
dividuals. They are possessea of no natural
rights, wnd they owe allegiance to no natural
lawe. In this state we have passed all ques-
tions of dispute on this point and setiled io
the affirmative the proposition that the
power that ereates an artificial person moy
1o ull things exercise over its actions a rens-
onablo and just control,

1t should not be forgotten that many of the
improvements necessary for tha proper de-
volopment of the resources of our state, aud
for the highest enjoyment by ous people of
the advanced civillzation of the present age,
cun ouly beobtained through the md of great

agercegations of eapital, and that this must
lnrgely come from voluntary subscrip-
tions  to  the oapltal stock of incor

porated companies. From this day forward
b loast thut country will lead the nations
of the darth whose commerce 8 mast ex-
tensive, The grent tharoughlfares through
which the traftle of A nation Hows wre lter-
ally the veins and arteries of ats corporate
being. To fmpede its progress, to hampor
tho elreulation  of its 1ife plood, s to  plant
tue seods of national decav ana roap os o re-
sult u harvest of dagencrate mon,

While there should bo no cessation of con-
stiut and ever watehful care on tho part of
the legisiature to see that vransvortition
companies doal fairly with the public thoy
serve, itis equally necessary to koep in nind
their importance to the state and recognizo
the fuct that they are purely voluntary as-
sociatlons, orgauized for pecuniary protit
atone, and that legislation, 1f mluple{i. which
is unfair to interests of this cliaracter will
in tho end result in permanent lojury to the
commonwenlth that enacts it .

Stinte RRevenues,

At prosont in this state we are practically
without any logal system for the valuation of
real property 1n assessing it for taxation, be
oause by common consent the low in this re-
spact is tortally ignoeed by Yhoso whoso duty
inas to value the spine,  Wae are egually des-
witute of any practicablo method by which all
the personal propevty of the stato liable to
taxation can i)u brought to light, or the valne
asoertained of that which is discovered,

If the custom which has been adopted of
asspsaing property at n fraction of 18 valoe
is to be continued, it should be so provided
by law, and o uniform rule established on
this subjoct,

Ic {8, however, 1n my judgment, n malter
for nnlimited regrot that we have pormitved
a plain provision of the statatoe, fixiog a Jdutf-
nita rule for tho valustion of nll property, to
be superseded by o custom as varinble as the
whims of men and somotimes ns destitute of
tho spirit of fulrnoss as itis of law for its
stupport.

I'ublie opinion in lowa has long associnted
with the offles of [nspeotor of olls feos vxor-
bitantly in oxcoss of the value of the busi-
noss capucity and labor required to porform
the duties therveof, It is enough 0 kuow
that the emoluments of the ofMfles wre Lo some
oxtent fn oxcess of the value of the labore
necessary to perform s ditios. This excoss,
whistever it i3, rightiully belongs to the
stute, and not to any individual or pohitical
party, The legislature shoult roquire the
foes of this oMoo to be paid jnto the Lreasury
nnd (Ix o salney for the chief inspector and
for-oach of his assistants couimensurate with
tho value of the services they porform

Tout tuore will boe w contifet of opinion
Hpan questions of seaming importanee to yoon
s inevitable, But clothed as you dre with
authority that must be nuel for the weal op
woe of those that bestowed it—rapresenting
ns vou do the majesty and power of n great
commonwoaltl, you can uford to pat saside
overs feeling of partisan prejuddee snd lend
vour uulted cnergles to the accomplishmaent
ol tho groutast good for Lho greantost uumber
of the people of your state, That vou will
accomplish this is the hope and praver of
those who have honorsd you, of those whom
you will honor If, when your work s doue,
the Gireat Master of all, the wroblteet aond
butlder of that system of dvive aws whose
chiet Interpretor is the consciduco of mau,
